The Public Debt Question of Vir- 
ginia. 

The Virginia Legislature is en- 
rye to devise some means 
of adjusting her public debt, and is 
in much trouble thereat. Says the 
Richmond Dispatch of Friday : 

‘Fifty or sixty members of the 
General Assembly, Conservatives 
and Radicals, had a conference in the 
hall of the House of Delegates last 
night to consider the public ques- 
tion. The Supreme Court of appeals 
having declared the funding bill con- 
stitutial, and all attempts to effect a 
compromise with creditors having 
failed, in the opinion of these gen- 
tlemen a cena has arisen which 
calls for some action to be taken to 
force a compromise with creditors. 
Major J. H. Lacy, member of the 
House of Delegates from Spotsylva- 
nia, presided at the first conference, 
held about ten days ago at the St. 
James Hotel, and at that of last night 
A reporter of the press having e 
plied for admittance to the hall, the 
question was submitted to the meet- 
ing, and a lively discussion ensued. 
Messrs. Armstrong, of Rockbridge, 
and Holbrook, of Wythe, and others, 
were willingto lift the veil of secrecy, 
but Messrs. Foster, of Norfolk, Ful- 
kerson, of Washington county, and 
Lacy, of New Kent, and others,were 
not, and the latter’s views prevailed. 
Not only were the members of the 
press excluded, but each person pre- 
sent undertook to keep within hisown 
breast the utterances of his associates 
and of himself. There were a num- 
ber of gloomy speeches on the finan- 
cial situation of the State. The fund- 
ing bill was derided and denounced 
as it has been a thousand times be- 
fore. It was agreed unanimously 
that the rate of taxation, which is 
fifty cents on the $100, is as high as 
the people can bear. With like una- 
nimity it was resolved that it will be 
impossible to pay even four per cent. 
interest r annum on the public 
debt with the revenue which this 
rate brings into the Treasury, and 
the coupons being received for taxes. 
Then the query arose, ‘‘What shall 
we do to besaved?’’ Nobody was 
able to present a satisfactory answer. 
But a committee, consisting in part 
of Messrs. Fulkerson, Quesenberry, 
of Caroline, and McGonigal, of Sur- 
ry, was ap ointed to prepare a plan 
to meet the emergency. Judge Lacy, 
of New Kent, was named as one of 
the members of the committee, but 
Senator Pridemore suggested that as 
this was not a party movement it 
would be well to have a Republican 
on the committee. Thereupon by 
general consent, Mr. McGouigal, of 
Surry, was substituted for Judge 
Lacy, and the conference, or caucus, 
adjourned to meet again at the same 
place on Monday evening next 
o’clock.’’

Tur New York World says of 
Grant’s recent message that it isa 
“quilted patch work,” and concludes 


an able review as follows : 


“Instead of an admonition or a 
denunciation of Generals Sheridan 
and De Trobriand for submitiing the 
army to the partisan purpose of Ke!- 
logs a week ago Inst Monday, the 
crime is excused upon the plea “‘that 
the army is not com)osed of lawyers 
capable of judging at a moment’s 
notice just how far they can go in the 
maintenance of law and order.’’ The 
last and extreme punishment for 
Presidential lawlessness was never so 
richly deserved.”’ 


Tse New York papers have full 
accounts of the Beecher-Tilton trial 
which has been progressing in New 
York this week, but as the Associa- 
ted Press has refrained from send- 
ing any of the particulars of the 
trial “on account of its indecency,” 
we think the press of the Sonth can 
well afford to allow the trial to pro- 
gress without giving any notice. 
We are pleased to see this evidence 
ef morality on the part of the Press 
Association at Washington, and we 
hope it may continue in this line. 


Sexator Loaan must have been 
‘keeping company with Sheridan.” 
In a debate in the Senate on Thurs- 
day he said that the stench of mur- 
der and outrage of the helpless vic- 
tims in the South cried to Heaven; 
aud the day would come when a 
terrible vengeance would overtake 
these murderers and the men who 
encourage them. How long, oh 
how long, will such mea continue 
to villify and misrepresent a people 
who only desire to be allowed to 
become good and loyal citizens of 
the National Government ? 


Tue New York Herald says the 
late message of the President is 
quite a different document from the 
one originally prepared, which 
would have led to the immediate 
resignation of the few members of 
the Cabinet to whom the country 
concedes the title of statesmen. 
Says the Herald: <The President 
could not afford a Cabinet explo- 
sion in such a crisis as the present, 


and least of all could he have af- 
forded the indignant retirement of 
the particular members have 
the hold on public confi- 
deiice—Messrs. Fish and Bristow.’ 


We hope to see a full representa- 
tion of the Democratic Executive 
Committee of the State, the mem- 
bers of the press and other leading 
men of North Caroiina present on 
Wednesday next at the meeting 
whieh has been called by the Chair- 
man of the Committee, Gen. Wm. 
R. Cox. The principal object of 
this meeting, it is understood, is to 
draw forth a full expression on the 
question of calling a Convention, 
and we hope to see every portion of 


the State represented. This ques- 
tiun has now become one of para- 
mount importance in the State, aud 
must be met by the Legislature 
upon its reassembling. 


Sxoutp net President Grant be 
held accountable to the law for the 
withdrawal of the government pat- 
ronage from those Republican jour- 
nals which had the manliness to 
condemn the unwarranted Federal 
usurpation of power in Louisiana ? 
He can condemn and punish a 
whole people because a few persons 
threaten to discharge their laborers 


- for voting against the wishes of the 


employers, but he is to be allowed, 
as the head of a great government, 
to discharge his own party papers 
because they do not endorse his 
every action. Is not thisattempted 
intimidation, and is not this pun- 
tshable by the lawe of the land?

] TuE Legislature will reassemble 


in this city to-morrow, after a holi- 
day of one month. We hope the 
members will come back invigora- 
ted aud better prepared to grapple 
wiih the important measures they 
will have to consider. Being fresh 
from iheir constituents, they know 
the wants of the people and ean act 
with promptness and firmness. 
‘Phe two prineipal questions to be 
considered and disposed of will be 
he adjustment of the Pablie Debt 
and the calling a Convention. We 
hope to see these questions consid- 
ered and acted upon promptly. I 
a Convention is to be called, let it 
be done at once; and if it is not to 
be called, then the sooner that fact 
be known the better, in order that 
all discussion upor the subject may 
be stopped. 


Tue Legislative Public Debt 
Commitiee has been in session in 
this city for three days, in confer- 
ence with the creditors of the State. 
We understand the latter has been 
represented quite largely, either in 
person, by proxy or by letters, and 
that quite a free discussion has 
been had as to the disposition of the 
creditors to compromise their claims 
and the ability of the State to pay 
her indebtedness, but as the delib- 
erations of this Conference have 
been private, we are not at liberty 
tostate what transpired. The Com- 
mittee will make their report to the 
Legislature next week. We are at 
liberty, however, to state that the 
Committee has been munch pleased 
with ihe «disposition shown by the 
crediiors to meet the wishes of the 
Legislature to adjust the debt of 
the State, and we hope much good 
may result from the conference. 


Tue Christian at Work, pub- 
lished at New York, one of the 
ablest religious papers in the coun- 
try and edited by T. DeWitt Tal- 
mage, a journal that is not often 
found interfering with any political 
question, strongly deplores the late 
action of the Federal government 
in regard to Louisiana, and thus 
conciudes an able article: 


“We cannot but express our regret 
that the President has taken this ill- 
advised action; assuredly it will re- 
act upon him and upon all concerned. 
Yet in the midst of whatever regret 
we inay feel, we are gratified to note 
the prompiness with which publie 
opinion has manifested itself 
throughout the country in stern re- 
buke of the President’s action. In 
our own city the great mass-meeting 
of Monday evening, addressed by 
such speakers as the venerable Wm. 
Cullen Bryant, William M. Evarts, 
and otbers, is significant. It is the 
hand-writing upon the wall, which 
the President and his advisers will 
do well to heed. 

“The truth is, itis no light matter 
forthat supreme central authority 
which was created by the States, and 
endowed with certain limited and 
defined powers in order to promote 
union and domestic tranquility, to 
turn upon aState with the power 
thus conferred, and employ it to its 
humiliation. The boundaries have 
been fixed by solemn covenant, and 
when Congress restored to Louisiana 
her political rights and status, Loui- 
siana became a State in the Union, 
with thesame prerogatives, the same 
privileges, as New York or any other 
State. To override these boundaries 
in the sma!lest particular is to break 
the bonds of union and sow the seeds 
of distrust. President Grant has 
madea great mistake. and he will 
find it out.”’ 


An event has taken plaee in Louis- 
iana which may have the effect of 
dam pening the enthusiasm of Grant 
for the by Congress of 
the so-called Kellogg Legislature. It 
seems that the irrepressible Pinch- 
back has been at his old tricks, and 
has induced the present Kellogg 
Legislature to elect him United States 
Senator, instead of choosing brother- 
in-law Casey, in accordance with the 
wishes and expectations of the White 
House. This is the second time that 
Grant has overturned a government 
in Louisiana for the purpose of hav- 
ing his brotber-in-law made a United 
States Senator, and both times the 
pestilent Pinchback, by his superior 
smartness, carried away the 
coveted prize. The best thing Grant 
can do is to issue a proclamation de- 
claring Pinchback a bandit, and then 
pave Sheridan shoot him.—N. Y. 


The ice men on the Hudson have 
struck for an increase of wages, As 
the companies have but a short sea- 
son in which to work and the strike 
is general, it is probable that the men 
may succeed. The New York com- 
ngewe will put the enhanced wages 
n their bills next summer, and the 
customers after all will pay the piper. 
The coal mine owners in Pennsylva- 
niaonce pursued the same policy, 
and found it very profitable. Where- 
ever there is a monopoly the public 
may be certain thatthe monopolists 
are not going to shoulder any extra 
expenses which will cut down either 
legitimate or illegitimate prof- 
its. 


Twenty-one men have been brought 
to Dodge City, Kansas, who were 
found frozen and in a he!pless condi- 
tions on the Plains. Some havesince 
died and others are badly crippled. 
Mr. Van Tress, a member of the Leg- 
islature, had both legs frozen while 
attempting to reach the capital, and 
it is feared they will have to be am- 
putated. The present cold spell is 
the severest ever known in Kansas, 


We find it stated inthe Baltimore 
Sun, among the news paragraphs in 
that paper, that ‘‘oysters are fifty dol- 
lars a bushel in London, and, in con- 
sequence, American oysters are in 
great demand. 

At anything like the figures above 
given the demand for our oysters 
must be greacly increased, and they 
should therefore be protected. 


The Carlists are said to have sus- 
tained several severe defeats in the 
North of Spain. The army officers 
have no longer any need to tem porize 
with the adherents of the Pretender 
and we would not be much surprise 
if they should at last discover a means 
of putting an end to the Carlist in- 


surrection.— Herald.
